Its Yellow Mud 


‘Tachienlu, W. China, Jan. 19. 
achienlu is having a terrilly 
cold spell. Though tho thermometer 
gay egisters nineteen degress 
Fahr, yet the days are cold enough, 
and the nights surround us with 
bitter, howling winds. For several 
days now, bright crystals have been 
falling over the city, probably blown 
from the high snow mountains sur- 
rounding Tachienlu. A heavy fall 
of-snow would clear up the atmos 
phere and bring back the warm wes- 
ther we enjoyed over the New Year. 
Daring the present winter we have 
had practically no snow-on the 
frontier. It has threatened: several 
times but so far has failed to mater. 
ialize, Tachienlu is very fortunate 
in Sts winters and for weeks on end 
wo have clear Palestinian skies, 
with the most cloudless nights. No 
doubt the eternal snow mountains 
around us work some atmospheric 
miracle thus giving us sueh cloud- 
Jegs days and starry nights, 
seal snowy. weather aloe the 
fiontier begins in April and the 
heaviest snows fall in May. As a 
yule the large, yak caravans, cross 
the ‘high passes till the end of 
January, but during February and 
































March there is always the pos- 
sibility of snow storms. However 
the veal danger time to caravans 
and the time the Tibetans 
avoid, if possible, is March to May.

BUDGET 1934 


At the Council meeting on Mareh 
121 the Treasurer and Controller x 
ported that the Budget for 1934 was 
practically completed and that he 
hoped to present it to the Finance 
Committee within a few days.
